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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance for the same reasons set forth in the previous office action 
which are incorporated herein by reference. To reiterate, applicants state that the reference uses the term "layer" differently when 
compared to the claimed invention and that the layer of the reference are particles not contiguous with each other and further state that this 
reference does not define a contiguous smooth layer. As defined previously, this is not persuasive because (1 ) the reference teaches a 
layer and the claimed invention also claims a layer and the instant claims are not worded in such a manner as to distinguish of the 
reference layer from the claimed layer (applicants are reminded that the actual materials utilized in this layer are obvious), (2) even if 
particles are used in the reference layer they will be contiguous (i.e. contiguous can be next to or in actual contact) and applicants show no 
evidence that the resulting reference layer is not contiguous, (3) applicants are not claiming that the layer is contiguous and (4) any 
arguments about the layer being smooth are not persuasive because a smooth layer is not claimed and not supported by the specification 
for this argued layer. Finally, it is to be noted that any arguments about the wet method are not persuasive because this is a process 
limitation and as is well known a product stands alone and, as defined previously, the reference also uses a wet method (see page 5 of the 
final rejection dated 6/27/06), thus the same result would be expected and applicants provide no evidence to the contrary (why the "layer", 
as broadly claimed, cannot and will not, under any circumstances, read on the reference layer). 
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
